Throughout the night and morning 


excited crowdi*, Bomeilmea numbering 
20,000, filled the streets and surrounded 
the wrecked rest as rant. The affair was 
discussed in loud and angry voices, and 
everybody joined in condemning the 
outrage. The opinion seemed to prevail 
among the crowd that the anarchists, 
not only from France, but elsewhere, are 
resolved to force the world to take seriouB 
notice of their existence aad their doings. 
It is Tory likely that the methods they 
are pursuing will effect this end, but it 
tho general opinion that if they succeed 
in their object it will be BO much the 
woroo for them.

The report that M. Very bad died from 


tho effects of his injuries was incorrect. 
His wife and daughter, Jeanne, were 
badly burned about ine faces, but it is 
not thought that their condition ia Beri- 
ons, thoneh they are suffering a great 
deal from tho shock. 
Paul Hammond, a printer, who was m 


tho restaurant at the time of the ex- 
plosion, fa horribly wounded in various 
parts of hia body. Another printer 
named Gandron Reger waa severely 
burned, and with the other injured per- 
sons ia progressing toward recovery.

Questioned aa to his motives for caus- 


ing the explosion Itavauhol replied: "1 
felt a feeling of unfeigned anger at tho 
conviction of L^valleis and J'erret. I do 
not think that Benoit sud Bulat should 
have demanded the death of the fathers 
of fami!ies;then,a2ain, the brutality of 
the police whim they arrested my <;om- 
radea my conscience levelled and I de- 
termined upon revaiRC. 


"In regard to the St. Germain explo- 


sion, I luailel the bomb that contained 
sixty cartridges. I dreeaed ruyaelf in 
broadcloth and went to Benoit'a house 
without attracting any attention.

A portion of the powder became die- 
aced which thus rendered it extremely 
angeroua to light the bomb aa it might 
icpiode any instant, yet I did not 
witate to take the risk. 
Ravachol concluded his remarks with 
i explanation of his theories. He said: 
[ wish to see anarchy established and 
IB whole people as one great family, 
ch member ready to share what he 
aa with hia brethren. I committed 
ese outrages in order to draw the at- 
ntion of the public to the needa of the 
naichiata." 
Simon was next examined, but no 
in revelations were obtained from him. 
e admitted complicity in the outrages. 
Ghaumartin said, when questioned, 
lat Uavachol stole from Saissy the 
laitridges which ho intended to use in 
[owing up the pnlaco of justice. 
Tho other two prisoners tried to excnl- 
ate themselves. 
Witnesses were then culled and their

They were 
rown into a panic and rushed abont 
arcely knowing which way to turn to 
old the quickly spreading flainee.

The Democrats advocate, and 
by the Mills bill supplied, what they 
call a revenue tariff—that is, a tarifl 
whose exactions are levied npoa such ar- 
ticles as are most commonly ia use, on 
the alleged ground that taxation shonld 
be equable. Their system compels tbe 
consumer to pay the entire tax, because 
being levied for the most part upon arti- 
clea the like of which are not produced 
here, the foreign merchant makes his 
price unaffected by American competi- 
tion, and the American importer, having 
paid tho duty, adds it to the price and 
collect)! it froia the American consumer. 


Tho Republican policy is altogether 


different. It freely admits all such arti- 
cles a? cannot he made or grown here, in 
order tbat the consumer may obtain that 
class of products as cheaply KB possible. 
Ami it f&xea those foreign goods which 
are similar in kind to its own product, 
believing that the American people 
should have the first chance in the 
American market, knowing by experi- 
ence that their own competition will re- 
duce prices to consumers as far as ia 
consistent with a reasonable profit, and 
knowing thit since the price of such art- 
iclea has been made by American pro< 
douers, the foreign producer, if ho de- 
sires to Hell in this market, will bo forced 
to pay and will pay each a part of the 
tariff as is necessary to enable him . to 
come in and sell his wares tit tha Ameri- 
can price. The grand motive of this 
policy, in 
addition to these 
indi- 


cated, is the 
maintenance 
of 
the 


American rate of wages, and the only ob- 
jection that can bo urged against the 
McKinley bill with any degree of logic, 
must come from those who candidly con- 
fess thoir belief that it ia no function of 
government to seek to maintain a high 
social condition and a general commer- 
cial prosperity among its people. The 
enemies of the protective policy must 
tuke the broad ground that wages should 
be left only to the operation ol the law of 
supply and demand, and that it is in the 
interest of pnbiic policy that our work- 
ingmen should be leveled to tbe social 
icale of the labor of Europe, rather than 
that any resort to legislative devices 
should be had to affect the results of 
world-wide competition, no matter how 
greatly industrial conditions differ in dif- 
'erent countries. Policies conld not be 
imagined more sharply defined, more 
utterly irreconcilable, than the policies 
ffhich divide tbe Republican and the 
Democratic parties on this great indus- 
trial question.

OP OUOB KOADS 


There is no quKtion of equal import- 


ance which receivM eo little attention in 
;bi« country as the construction of Rood 
roadf. By good roads we do not mean any- 
thing like the beet country road in Fre?no 
county, for there IB not a permanently 
good road in the county. There ie not a 
road in all thia county which dcet not 
either become unfit fo; use during tbe 
winter oa account of mad, or ia cut to 
piece* and ground to dost daring tbe 
•ammer, becoming nearly as bad aa the 
muddy roads ia winter. This not only 
adds largely to the coat of marketing the 
productions of the 
county, but 
it 


ruins horse flesh and ia a eevere strain 
on human endurance. It also destroys 
the pleasure of diiving through rural 
districts, which ia one of the chief 
charms o! life in the country and c jun- 
try towns. 


A Byptematic agitation for better roau*3 


ia now going on in the eastern press, and 
from tha earnestness of the tone dis- 
played it would seem likely that some 
practical results will follow. The follow- 
ing excerpt from an editorial in the Chi- 
cago Times ot April 0:h places the im- 
portance of better roads above any other 
issue of the day. It says : 


Tho present condition of the country 


toads is amazing when we consider tbe 
progress of civilization in other direc- 
tions. It is only in the matter of high- 
ways that the people of Illinois have 
made no advance from the pioneer 
period. If improve men ts in other re- 
spects bad depended on better thorough- 
fares we wuuld be still straggling help- 
leesly amid Demi-barbaric environments. 
Aa it is, the time has arrived when the 
roads must be improved. 


In the agitation of tbe movement look- 


ing to the establishment of good country 
roada there is a governorship fortbemau 
who will courteously take control of it 
and intelligently direct it. 
There ia no 


division of opinion on the main question. 
Everybody agrees that better roada are 
an absolute ueeeeeitv. 
When methods 


of securing them are suggested there are 
differences in judgment. 


Tbp niau who win suggest a method 


which IB practical and ia likely to he enc- 
cesaful can make it succeed by a deter- 
mined and earnest advocacy of it. 
In 


order to accomplish hia purpose it it: a? 
be necessary for him to canvass the bUt 
and make public addressee on the sub 
ject. It may even be necessary for hi 
to carry it Into politics, and if he ia am 
bitioua for office it is in this direction he 
will tind his reward. What better p 
form could a candidate for governor tie 
sire than one which demanded boUe 
country roada? 


Enough baa been written and spoken 


on the point that good roade are detir 
able. What ia now needed is for Goni 
one to propose a feasible plan for obtain 
ing them. The statesmen who aspire tc 
state offices should consider this subject 
leaving the tariff issue and theeilve 
question to be discussed by the aspirant 
for federal positions. 


In this connection a proposition ia on 


foot to educate tho American people ii 
the methods of road building as they an 
practiced in some of tho coautries of th< 
old world, where the construction o 
ro&ds has been made the main featur 
of internal improvements for hundred 
of years, by introducing at the Chicag 
exposition the methods, materials am 
latest improved machinery used iu th 
construction of the finest highways o 
Europe. 


The World's exposition will bo at 


tended by millions of our citizens, ant, 
no better opportunity has ever preaente 
itself, or ia likely to present itself dor 
icg the lifetime of any one now living, t 
teach the great lesson of the need, thi 
construction and the maintenance o 
good roads. It is to be hoped that man 
agers of the expc&ition will sso the! 
way clear to giving thia feature tbi 
prominence which ita importaccs de 
msndH.

WASHINGTON, April 22.— The Noyea- 


Kockvell uutfeit election ci&e occupied 


,*;;.-5 noaM today. Tho pemocutic presi- 


dential nomination is thought 4o be con- 
cealed behind the legal question, and 
the vote, it ia said, indicates that the 
macla talked of western man may come 
to the front, 


Fellows of New York favored itock- 


, well. Coekran of New York favored 


"', -neither and referred to the political im- 
s broglio except by inuendo, but O'Ferrall 


of Virginia announced himself as a Etal- 
wart Cleveland man. He was raptur- 
ously applauded, but failed to carry the 
•houBe with him, only thirty-nine mem- 
bers recording themselves in favor of tbe 
contest. 


The chasm between Cleveland and 


llill seems to he more than ever without 
the prospect of a plank to bridge it. 


O'Ferrall' closed the argument in favor 


of Noyea. The question recurred on the 
resolulions of Ihe minority, declaring 
Noyes not elected, which was carried— 
110 to 1)8— thirty-nine Democrats voting 
to sustain the report of the majority. 


There was no break in the Republican 


ranks. 


The second Bubstttuto, declaring Bock- 


well entitled to the Beat, was agreed to — 
128 to 100— and Rockwell retains Iho 
seat. 


No Abatement In Interest on the 


Question. 


WASHINGTON, April 22.— It is ascer- 


tained from members of congress who 
attended tbe meetings of the national 
silver committee fast night that the in- 
terest and demacd- for silver legislation 
by this congress shows no abatement, 
and the hope is expressed that some 
action might yet be take n by congress on 
the Bland bill or lome other measure for 
tbe full remcmetization of silver. 


Tim question of an international mon- 


etary conference was only incidentally 
mentioned, as no confidence is felt 
among free coinage men in tho outcome. 
No expression on the part of those pres- 
ent that coald be interpreted as favoring 
the immediate formation of a third 
party aa suggested heretoforo. 


A number declared that they would 


not vote for a presidential candidate who 
-was against free coinage. 


The Bi-metalUc league was a topic of 


much discussion and there was a general 
impression that such a league should be 
formed. 


The ChinftMe Squabble. 


WASHINGTON-, April 22.—The Chinese 


exclusion bill was taken up in the senate 
today and Chandler prese ted testimony 
showing the need of more stringent lawe 
to prevent tbe influx of Cbinefie. He 
admitted that the situation between the 
American government and China was a 
bad one. He then commented on the 
correspondence legarding Blair's rejec- 
tion. 


Davis, of the committee on foreign re* 


latione, lonked upon the house bill as a 
rank, radical, unblushing, unmitigated 
repudiation of every treaty obligation 
remaining between the United States 
and China, Davis took occasion in the 
course of his speech to denounce the 
Cabenaly proposition submitted tc the 
pops last year.

In response to further questions the 


old man eaid: "The boy is Charley 
Miller, born in New York, and ia only 
17 jeara old. His father and mother 
died 
some 
years ago. He 
was 


placed in an orphan aaylum. He has 
one brother and two sisters. I waa ap- 
pointed trustee of their estate, wuich 
was worth about $1000, eo Charley's 
share was $280. He learned the print- 
iuit business and went wast. Two years 
ago he returned to New York, but soon 
be started weet again. He had drawn 
most of his money, and lone before he 
reached Cheyenne he was penniless and 
hungry. On tho train he fell in with 
two men who had plenty o[ cash. He 
waited until they had pona to sleep and 
then took a revolver out of the pocket of 
one of them and killed both. He stole 
their money and jawolry and jumped off 
the train. Another man was arrested 
for the crime, hut eventually Charley 
gave himself np. Every effort has been 
made to get the governor to commute 
the sentence without success. Looking 
up my accounts today I found I owed the 
poor fallow $18. I resolved that he 
should have it before he died, 
ft will 


help to give him a decent burial."

two bagcage care of the east bound train 
were thrown from the track yesterday 
evening at 7.30.

HELPED TJ3EH OUT. 


DENVER, April 22.—A News epflciat 


from Buffalo gives the text of President 
Harrison's message in reply to an appeal 
from the people of that town. The 
President says: 


•'The governor of your state has made 


a call upon me in conformity with ihe 
constitution for aid to suppress domestic 
violence and threatened bloodshed. I 
could not know anything of tbe situation 
except as stated by him, and could not 
refuse the aid. The prisoners will, as 
soon as the state authorities are pre- 
pared to receive them, ha turned over to 
the civil authorities and our connection 
with the matter will then end, un- 
less further called upon to aid 
the 


state authorities in preserving p^ace. 
I do not doubt the executive and judicial 
authorities of yonr state will, without 
fear or favor, bring to trial and punish 
thoee who have violated the law. Noth- 
ing will be done to shield any Ruilty per- 
sons. My counsel as voar fellow citizen 
IB to uie every effort to allay excitement 
and proceed in all things peacefully and 
upon lawful lines. I will, of course, see 
any representation 
yon may Bend, but 


you will see that I can do nothing except 
to act with tbe fltato to pravent violence. 
Everything els& rests with the state au- 
thorities. 
Benjamin Harrison."

Hiacocfc didn't favor the violation of 


treaty obligations until diplomacy had 
exhausted itself in efforts to amend tho 
.reaty. 


Morgan favored the eenate substitute. 
Frye aaid that if the people of the Pa- 


ciGc coast wonld build a Chinese wall by 
moulting the people and government of 
China there would bo no necessity for 
any further improvement of the rivers 
and harbors of the Pacific coast. 


Mitchell said that inasmuch ae the 


United States paid over 1200,003.000 in 
gold and silver to China in the last 
twfnty years for a trade balance, be 
asked the ten ft tor from Maine whether 
he thought China was going to break off 
her trade with UB if we paaseJ the ei- 
clnsion bill.

Cleveland received a majority of the 
votes of the electoral college, hut beloro 
he had en much as got into office, on 
February 24.1SS5. be addressed a letter 
to Congressman Warner insisting upon 
the immediate suspension of the pur- 
chase aud coinage of silver. The Bland- 
Allison act bad then been in operation 
just seven years. At the time of its pa* 
sage the price cf a fine ouuce of silver io 
New York waa $1.19.5, asd the commer- 
cial value of silver in the silver dollar 
was ¥0.'.i3l,4. 
Steadily, however, the 


price of silver fell, and Mr. Cleveland's 
proposition, in spite o! the fact that the 
plalfoim on which be bad been elected 
advocated a raturn to unlimited coinage, 
waa in favor of no coinage whatever. He 
followed up his attack immediately after 
hie inauguration, and in hia firat mes- 
sage to congress he made a long argu- 
ment in favor of immediate cessation ol 
silver coinage. 
This was also advocated 


hy li is secretary of the treasury, and a 
proposition for free coinage, a'.thougb the 
Democrats held a large majority in the 
house 01 representatives, waa reported 
adversely by the Democratic committee 
on coinage, weights and measures, and 
waa defeated in the house.

land did not succeed in inducing hie 
party to follow him and to forbid coin- 
age, but in every one of bis subsequent 
messages he urged it to do so, and on 
May 19, ISSS, the price of silver reached 
ita lowest point, and the value of a silver 
dollar was 70 57-100 cents.

cratic national convention of 1S8S met at 
thie juncture and renominated Mr. 
Cleveland. It could not reiterate the 
silver view it bad promulgated in 1SS4. 
It did the safest thing it could hy omit- 
ting any reference to the silver ques'ion. 
Mr. Cleveland was beaten. 
A Repub- 


lican President aud a Republican con- 
gress were elected, and this question wae 
elerred to the Republicans for eettlo- 
raent. 


The Republican party is emphatically

4,500,000 ounces a mouth, thus drawin 
into monetary nee the entire America 
product of silver. The effect of this b 
wan instantaneous. Within three v 
after the eilverlaw went into effect th 
value of the-ailver dollar had risen fro 
75 23-100 ceats (its value on December

notion dealer. "Tho spools aro made 
from white birch timber, aud they aro 
produced by tbo million in Oxford coun- 
ty.-Tiore art> 2!SSJU'l!Jl« P°int? in west- 
ern Maine, also, wh^re tlio industry"i'3- 
important. Tliero nro many sawmills in 
that part of tbe state which are kept 
busy tho year around sawing whito birch 
logs into strips four fort loug and from 
one to two inches wide and of tho sumo 
thickness. 


"The.so strips are sent to tho spool fac- 


tories, where they aro quickly worked 
into spools by most ingenious hibor sav- 
ing machinery. Tho strips of while birch 
ore fed into ouo machine, and they aro 
not touched, in fact aro hardly seen, 
again until tho spool.1!, all finished for 
market except polishing, drop out by tho 
bushol from another machine several 
rods away from where tho strips started 
in. The spools got their gloss by being 
rapidly revolved in barrels by machinery, 
tho polish resulting from tho contact of 
the spools in tho barrel. 


"In the backwoods villages of Oxford 


county one st'cs scarcely any other in- 
dustry but RpooltiKikim;, and every one 
is in some way interested in the'busiiiess. 
Tho factories have- bceu eating into tho 
Maine birch forosts for ypars, but (hero 
f-eems to be enough left yet to'fecd them 
well for years to come. Hundreds of 
thousands of feet of logs nro cut and 
sawed into spool tuiibur mutually."— 
New York Sun.

Professor Browne, lecturer in Persian

people know who the Bab is, but Mr. 
Browne's researches are certain to 
awaken interest iu the man who was th& 
arch heretic of Persia in the, early part 
of the reign of the present shah.

Forn time, no niado 
Persia very unsafo for the followers of 
the Bab. Ho killed taeir leaders, and 
to this day those -^n0 escaped from their 
nativo bind navo never dared to return. 
Among tao victims was tho one Salva- 
tion Lass of the movement, tlio beauti- 
ful Knrratu 'l-'Ayu, who, it is eaid, was 
a miracle of learning ant! of every ferni- 
nino clwrin. She was killed by slow 
torture, aud to the veiylast KUO declared 
•her supremo faith in tho teachings of 
tlio B:ib. Tho Alollahs who slew her 
camo near rebelling a few months ago 
when tlieir lord and master threatened 
to interfere with tho tobacco question 
in. Persia. They made him tremble, for 
liis life and throuo until the obnoxious 
measures ho proposed were rescinded. 


Meanwhile Beha is waiting patiently 


in exile, confident that the day will coino 
when his teachings will triumph in Pe.r- 
aia am\ tbo leaders of his faith can re- 
turn to their land.—New York Suu.

These young •women, as their paths 


divided, removed to Boston, Chicago 
and elsewhere and set np kitchen gar- 
dens of tlieir own, with tho result that 
the system has spread everywhere. It 
might even bo said with truth that the 
other thought, that o£ the Working 
Girls* clnns, uman.itrd from this mis- 
siq.ii, for Miss Graco H. Dodgo was one 
of the fifty youug \vomen who joined in 
tho work there, and it was no doubt be- 
causu of the experience shogained at this 
time her idea was conceived and devel- 
oped. 


Tho girls became kitchen gardeners 


themselves, and afterward, jwhen mar- 
riage bad placed some of them in homes 
of their own, they wrote to the founder 
of tho system, "You have no idea how 
kitchen garden helps uia with my serv- 
ants and my housekeeping," and to 
others it gave tho means of livelihood 
when unforeseen 'reverses of fortune 
tna:lo them dependent upon their own 
resources. 


It must ba confessed that "kitchen 


garden" is a. rather misleading name, 
for it suggests to many a place where 
vegetables are gro^vn for kitchen use. 
When Miss Huutington was asked about 
the name, she said: "It means a. system 
by which all tho intricacies of domestic 
science are taught—sweeping, dusting, 
washing, ironing, "waiting at table, etc. 
L thought a liitlc of changing the name 
at oiio tiino because it was confounded, 
with the term vegetable garden, but 1 
found nothing that quite took its place, 
and I E'JOII discovered that the fact that 
tho name bad to be explained gave it 
additional importance," 


Tho school hours uro the Eamo here as. 


elsewhere—from 9 to 3. There arc about 
200 girls, ranging in ago from five to ten, 
aud there are the usual lessons in read- 
ing, writing and arithmetic, -which come 
under the head of study. Tho training 
in the kitchen garden branches id little 
elso than a systematized form of play, 
aud this takes up a proportionate part of 
the school day.—New York Tribune. 


Nlchcl Armored Ships Can't Go North. 


Tho remarkable discovery of the ef- 


fect of temperature on the density of 
nickel steel ia likely to have an im- 
portant bearing on its uso in the con- 
struction of war vessels. After this va- 
riety of steel has been frozen it is read- 
ily magnetised, and, moreover, its den- 
sity ia permanently reduced fully 2 per 
cent, by the exposure to tho cold.

rnaiperato climato of ordinary steel and 
clad with say o.OOO tons of nickel steel 
armor wonld bo destroyed by a visit to

Tho period at which fowls may be fat- 


:ened varies considerably, but about 
.hree weeks if properly managed should 
jriug tho birds into ftno condition. In- 
dian corumeal, oatmeal or buckwheat 
meal, fresh nud sweet and mixed with 
milk, aro good fattening foods. Some 
joultrymon make a mixture of equal 
wtrts of corumeal and oatmeal aud milk, 
idding n little meat drippings or other 
Tat. Birds in confinement fatten faster • 
than whon allowed to roam about, and • 
jrain feed is thought to accelerate the 
accumulation of fat. 


Bonemeal is on excellent adjunct to 


ihe regular feed, especially with rapidly 
Crowing chicks and fowls that show 
symptoms of leg weakness. It is usually 
given in combination with meal, shorts, 
Src., in quantity, say a small handful to 
one gallon of feed. It is a good plan to 


a little regularly every second day 


for afortnight when the birds seem onfe 
of sorts. At other times a little ground 
bone once a week is in order.

THE BARTON'. 


Aft Intsrcitlne Formation on tbo Nortb- 


cm Coast of California. 


pn the northern coast of California, 


Bomo thirty miles below lh& month of 
tho Klamatb river, ia ouo of tho most 
interesting natural formations to be 
found in thia country, known as tho ~"_ 
lagoon. Hero the coast, \7hich runs 
north autl south up to this point, takes a 
sharp turn inland. Iwrdered by very 
high hills, running to a distance of 
about tfhreo miles, then turning ont 
again makes a sharp bay almost V 
shaped, and for ages past a sand bar has 
been Trashing itself up across thia hay 
nntil the bar has raised up ont of the 
water some ten or twelve feet, having a 
width of about 100 feet and a length of 
four miles, reaching across the entire 
bay. 


This bar is in the ahape of a roof. 


When there 13 a atonn tbo breakers Trill 
roll up one side of it, break over, and 
run down into the bay inside, and it ia 
a novel sight to stand there and watch 
tbe waters, mountain high on one side 
and perfectly calm on the other, tho 
line between the two at intervals hidden 
altogether. 


This bar is n sort of short cut and can 


bo traversed on horseback. In a storm 
thn horseman wall ono mirnits be high 
and dry on land, tho nest minuto a 
large wave will roll cp and running 
under the horse's feet to tho depth of a 
fool or more, tho rider will bo for an 
instant fonr miles or so at sea on horse- 
back, with no land nearer than the high 
bluffs of ihe mainland in sight. 


Moss agates may bo fonnd in abun- 


dance on tbe pebbly beach, and when the 
suu shines they glitter with dazzling 
brightness. 


The wild duck that frequent this part 


of the coast literally fill this inland bay, 
niid tbe passing hunter, should be tako 
a, shot at them, will raieo such a cloud 
and such a quacking that he will think 
all tho ducks of tiio earth have gathered 
there. Occasionally some wild beast 
like a bear or fi panther mil bo fonnd 
crossing this bar, and the Indians have 
much sport \vlieii such a thing happens, 
the animal rarply escaping capturo or 
death. 


Here the Digger Indians abound, liv- 


ing on the shellfish, which they catch 
along the Leach, seldom going over tlie 
ridge of hills to capture a deer, which 
aro plentiful. It would astonish a Yale 
or Harvard football man to come upon 
this scene Rome bright morning at low 
tide and see the squaws and children 
playing lacrosse on the beach. They get 
so excited with their sport that they 
keep it up until the tide drives them 
from the beach, often staying there nn- 
til they baro to chaso tho ball down into 
the surf.—Detroit Free Press.

uted to the agency of a medium. In his 
efforts to demonstrate the oneness of all 
natural forces, the physicist isnot likely 
to bo led astray, even although llie cog- 
nition of force presents one of those 
world problems, the solution of which 
must forever escape ns; aye, although, 
as the final result of the moat esact in- 
vestigation, it should forever be denied 
to him even to assert decisively, "It is 
only a force, and tho ether is ita me- 
dium of transmission."—Exchange.

His places are prac- 
tical experimental stations for thia alti- 
tude. He has twenty-five different kinds 
of fruit trees growing well, besides hav- 
ing found what he cannot do with sev- 
eral other kinds.

About 
twenty people fainted in the crash, anil 
tlioM who saw the bitter disappointment 
of the many who, after waitiug for 
Loura, finally received nothing, wf 
never forget tho spectacle of human 
misery and want. Four thousand two 
hundred loaves wpro given away yester- 
day, when tho crush was so enormous 
that a number of poor women, with ba- 
bies in their (inns, and several old men 
fainted away and required medical aU 
lundH nee.

(locally called by a big and strange name, 
bnt commonly known as the mushroom, 
Is jost beginning to come plentifolly 
into the local markets, and they are pre- 
pared to star till late into the falL 


Those which are found iu the vege- 


Uble stalls in Washington market are 
of artificial culture aud are now selling 
at about seventy-five cents B pound. A 
wonth ago they brought $1.85 a pound, 
ind a month hence fifty cents or even 
less will buy a goodly supply of the nu- 
tritious and delicious white stemmed 
and brown topped fungi. 


Said the ruddy faced and white apron- 


ed marketnian to me today between tho 
puffs of his perfecto: 


"Yes, 1 sell a-good many mushrooms, 


especially during Lent 
Those that 


coine in now are raised in hothouses in 
beds underneath the plant shelves and 
they come pretty high, although they 
are getting down in price lately. I have 
Bold them as high as three dollars a 
pound. Later on iu the spring wo get 
them from the fanners and others who 
raise them in their cellars, in ahaded 
places ami oven in caves, and during 
warm weather men and women and 
boys and girls who gather them in 
fields nnd pastures bring them in to the 
city. Then \vo sell them for almost 
nothing—aa low 113 ten i-euts a ponntl 
sometimes. Most of our customers who 
buy mushrooms aro peoplo of means, 
and although wo sell sre.it quantities of 
them, the people ns a whole don't seem 
to appreciate and understand them, as I 
should think they would." 


The jolly niarketman is right, for 


mushrooms aro not appreciated aa they 
should be. Many people haro eaten 
mushrooms only when tho canned arti- 
cle has been served sprinkled sparingly 
over a steak. There is n vast difference 
between tho canned mushroom and the 
crisp, fresh and appetizing fungus tbat 
ono can now buy in any of the largo 
markets.—New York Telegram.

Tho coun- 
try folk, ho explained, were i. rough set, 
who, on-seeing strange men with strange 
instruments in their hands probing and

riot that might ensue, ho prayed bia ex- 
cellency to reconsider tho matter.
